We consider it one of the heav- 
jest yielders obtainable on rich land: Nat- 
urally on thin land it will produce less but 
compared with other kinds on the same soil 
it will prove its superior productiveness, 

This variety is similar to U. S:. 13 but ear- 
lier in maturity and can be grown into north 
central Iowa and east and west in sections 
having similar conditions. Also grown in 
southern Towa and sections further south 
when a little earlier maturity is desired. 


In its maturity class we do not 
believe there is a Hybrid that will 
beat it for yields, quality and all 
around satisfactory performance SS 
and profit: See maps for areas to 
which warieties are best adapted.

A great many of our customers need a corn 
of fairly early maturity and, of course, still 
want top yields and quality. This variety will 


fill that need exactly for farmers living in sec- 


tions similar to that from northern Iowa down 
south for about % the way through the state. 
This takes in parts of Nebraska and goes east 
through Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, Pennsylvania 
and West Virginia. 4 
Perhaps you may be acquainted with the 


Iowa 939 which is very widely grown through- 


out this area. Berry’s 615 is made up of three 
of the same inbreds. By changing one inbred 
we have made a corn which has a longer ear 
and a straighter one. It is superior in strength 
of stalk and root and there is less ear drop- 
age. : 
z Thus the good, sound qualities of 939 have 
been retained and these superior factors 
added. If there is much difference between 
varieties as to adaptability to soil types we 
would consider this to be well adapted to 
thinner soils. However, it is also excellent for 
better land and responds to increased fertility 
by really rolling out the bushels. Because of 
its earlier maturity it is an excellent selection 
on land of medium to low fertility. In sections 
subject to heat and drought this earlier ma- 
turity is also a big advantage. 
The grain is a rich yellow with a reddish 
tinge on the sides of the kernels.

We have taken four outstanding inbreds to make this Hybrid. These are lines that have 
high factots for big yields, fine grain quality, strong stalks of good height and early ma- 
turity. This combination makes a Hybrid that we consider second to none in its maturity 
class. We do not know of any that will make larger ears, deeper grains or better stalks. 


This corn starts fast in the spring and matures early in the fall. The strong stalks un- 
der average conditions grow around 9 feet and they are quite leafy. While it is grown 
chiefly for grain this leafy growth makes it well adapted for ensilage. The length of 
the ear and depth of the grain is extra good for such early maturity. That makes it pro- 
duce exceptionally well. 


. Berry’s 405 has proven even a better yielder than some of the later maturing kinds. In 
actual tests it outyielded them by a big margin. It husks easily by hand and is good for 
machine picking. It is also very good for shredding. We know this is just the kind of 
corn many farmers are looking for and we recommend it highly to those wanting a top 
notch early maturing Hybrid. It is not flinty and the grain has fine feeding value. 

We consider this corn adapted to sections having conditions similar to that from south- 
ern Minnesota to central Iowa. This would include southern Wisconsin and Michigan and 
considerable areas in states of Colorado, Nebraska, South Dakota, Dinos, Indiana, Ohio, 
Pennsylvania, New York and West Virginia. It can’go farther north for ensilage and 
farther south when an early maturing variety is desired. It is adapted to a wide range 
of soils from high to low fertility and has done remark- 
ably well on muck land. 

You should find this a most profitable variety to grow.

The test tags attached to 
shipments of seed show the re- 
sults of the purity and germi- 
nation tests of a composite 
sample of the lot of seed from 
which shipment is made. This 
sample is obtained by taking 
small quantities of seed from 
different portions of the lot. 
These are mixed thoroughly so 
as to make the composite 
sample as representative as 
possible of the entire lot of 
seed. A portion of this sample 
is taken to make the purity 
and germination test. That is 
the general method of testing 
seed and is followed by our- 
selves. In most cases the 
analysis is our own but oc- 
casionally we use the analysis 
furnished by the party selling 
us the seed. It is our aim 
to attach such test tags to all 
Sometimes a- 
tag will be missed or lost from 
the shipment but in such case 
a test tag may be had upon 
request. Individual bags may 
vary from the lot test.

You will be hearing more and more about this great 
legume for additional experiments are continually showing it 
has wider-adaptability of soils and climate ‘than originally 
estimated. 

It is a rapidly growing perennial legume that grows two to 
four times as large as common white clover 'and about six 
times as big as the English wild white clover. It has creep- 
ing fleshy stems that root at the nodes and joints. It covers 
the ground thoroughly and grows profusely. Reports from 
Pennsylvania show that Ladino runs close to 30% protein on 
a dry basis where’ they recommend it highly for poultry range. 


Up to 30 Tons per Acre 


This same report showed that Ladino poultry range yielded 
as high as 30 to 40 tons of green feed per acre. This was 
Dased on small enclosures of wire placed throughout the field 
and clipping and weighing the growth every two or three 
weeks. An eight acre Ladino range carried 2500 to 3000 
head of poultry from late April to late October. On a dry 
basis the yield was calculated of 5.4 tons per acre, 


Adaptability 


It was originally recommended especially for the northeast- 
ern U. §. Reports from other states show it is highly re- 


garded over a wide area. Michigan says it has not equalled 
Alfalfa in yield but that it can be used for hay, silage or 
pasture, especially the latter. Kentucky says it outyields or- 
dinary white clover in that state. Oklahoma reports that on 
the basis of recent tests they consider it will have a place in 
their pasture program. 


In a general way it can be said that it does its best on 
fertile soils and responds well to fertilizer on poor land, espe- 
cially phosphorus. Will stand quite a lot of drought and wet 
although not extremes of either. 


Seeding Suggestions 


Spring seedings are most general although fall seedings are 
not uncommon. It is very important that the seed bed be 
firm. Rolling very desirable. Ladino is widely used with 
other grasses. Two pounds of Ladino with 6 lbs. of Tim- 
othy is a good combination. Less Ladino may be used. For 
a straight seeding of clover only as much as 3 pounds per 
acre is suggested. The seed is very small and a little goes a 
long ways. Another good mixture for cattle or poultry pas- 
ture is 3 Ibs. red, 2 lbs. alsike, 1% lbs. Ladino with 4 Ibs. 
of timothy or orchard grass. Rye Grass, Red Top and Blue 
Grass are also suggested to use in combination with Ladino.
